THE LEADING FEALIURE 3 OF THE BILL. 

Wasninoron, D. C., Dec. 20.—the Finance 
bili agreed to yesterday b » the Senate Repub- 
hean caucus will be reports :d to the Senate to- 
morrow.

He enteredj into an agreement with the Com- 
pany that be should procure the passage of the 
subsidy. For this he was to be paid a certain 
eum for his own services and expenses, aud for 
the money which he should spend for those 
whom be omployed to assist him. ‘he amount 
he was to receive was not at firat definitely 
stated, but varied from time to time pending the 
legislation before Congress. It was finally 
agreed between Irwin and Stockwell that as 
soon a8 Irwin could § ascertain what sum 
would be necessary to cover al! 
these expenditures he should iniorm the 
Company, and they then should’ decide 
whether they would undertake the scheme, _Ir- 
win made the report, and the Company deter- 
nined to proceed. Irwin from time to time re- 
ceived personal checks from Stockwell, accom- 
panied with correspondence, a part of which be 
produced before the Commitiee.

Irwin immediately wrote to Stockwell that this

CUECKS OF A DIFYERENT FORM. 

Irwin went from Washington to New York 
about the 2ith of May, 1572, taking all of these 
checks with him.

TRE CHICACO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
SUPT. RANKIN EXONERATED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Trioune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 20.—For a consider- 
abie period the Supervising Architect of the 
Treasury bas been engaged in an investigation 
into ceriain charges of alleged fraudulent acts 
which have been preferred against Architect 
tankin, Superintendent of the construction oi 
the Chicago Custom-House. The principal part 
of the charges were made to the Department by 
anonymous letters. The substance of the charges 
was that Rankin had entered into a corrupt com- 
bination with John Mueller, the proprictor of 
the Buena Vista stone-quarries of Cincinnati, 
and with otber perzons. The specific allegation 
was that Rankin was building houses out of 
the stone furnished by Mueller, the Gov- 
ernment contractor. ‘lue Treasury, through 
the oftice of the Supervising Architect, has reut 
several! special agenis to Cuicago to investigate 
these charges. ‘I'wo of the agents were Mesusra. 
Thompson and Church. They have presented 
their views to the Supervising Architect, and the 
latter has submitted them to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who, it is stated, approved of the re- 
port. The statement whichis made is this: The 
investigation shows that Rankin bas not been 
guilty of fraudulent acts, but has been very 1m- 
prudent and careless in his dealinge with con- 
tractors, and has mixed to too great an extent in 
local politics. The explanation as to the 
stone used in the houses is_ that, 
by the terms of the contract for the Custom- 
House,t{the stone must be cut according to 
what is technically termed ‘* quarry-bed.” Ia 
cutting the stone in this mauner a large amount 
of stone is wasted, which, under the contract, 
cannot be used for the Government buildings. 
The stone which is left after the ** quarry-bed ” 
has been used is what the contractors have used 
for building the houses in Chicago. and 1t is for 


“these houses that Rankin has drawn the plans 


for the contractors, The officers report that thero 
was no fraud in these transactions on the 
part of Rankin, but that he was very indiscreet. 
The reportsof the agents with regard to the 
building state that the constraction is proceed- 
ing satisfactorily. There is considerable objec- 
tion tothe stone which is used, on account of 
the numerous isonand petroleum yeins in it. 


| These veins, 1t is reported, do not always _ = 
until six months after the stone is cut. me 
of the stones in the inner corridora of the Cus- 
tom-House bailding are reported to have as 
many as sixty patches, Where the petroleum and 
iron blotches have been dug out and patched. 
Supt. Rankin and the Superintendent of the 
stone-cutting will both be retained. 


SMUCCLING, 
REPORT Or AGENTS SENT TO THE NORTHERN 
FRONTIER. 
Svecial Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasmuineron, D.C., Dec. 20.—Some weeks 
since the Secretary of the Treasury, in order to 
prevent the organized system of smuggling 
which was reported to préeyail upon the northern 
frontier, dispatched a latge number of the most 
skiled special agents to c@refully examine all the 
methods of transvortation and importation along 
the northern border. These agents were in- 
structed to report every thirty days. Tho first 
series of reports have been received. The reports 
show that the importations along the ling of the 
Canadian border are made in the moet reckless 
manner, and that there are abundant evidences 
of attempts todefraud thereveune. These agents 
report the number of cars carefully locked with 


as provided | 


the seal jock, tha namber of locks which could 
be easily removed, and the pumber which were 
not locked ai ail. A jarg® number of cars were 
found without any means to prevent wholesale 
temuceling, and other locks were 80 arranged that 
they could be easily removed, or were not locked. 
The result of this open arstem of smuggling 
has been greatly to increase the importation by 
the way of Moutreal. The agents report that 
eoods to the anfount of $2,000,000 daily are fre- 
guently imported through Montreal. This 
nmount of importation from that quarter was 
unorecedente until this system of smureling 
was orvanized. ‘Lise ‘reasury officials are confi- 
deut that the remurkable diminution ia customs 
receipts 13 in a crest measure due to rmuggling. 
The agents were sc at to the frontier as an exper- 
iment, but will probably be assigned there to 
permaneut duty.

to protect suciety against ihese inevitable ex- 
cuses, it becomes imperauvely necessary to en- 
force a Purtian observance of the Sabbath, and 
if this 18 really the cniy rcasou why Sunday laws 
are passed, wisy then, i ask, is not public moral 
ity nureed and Supported in Luc 6amMe Manver on 
secuiar holidays, or bolidays Wuich bave uo con- 
nection whatever with religions creeds and con- 
ditions? Why are not simiiar lawa enlorced on 
the 4th of July, ou Thanksgiving or New Lear's 
day, or on the birthday of Washington ? 
Is liquor not intoxicating ou these days? Have 
theatrical performances noimmoral effect?

ciety? Why, the very proposition is ridiculous, 
and bears the answer upon its face, that Sunday 
lawa, as Well as the police-power theory, are en- 
gendred by religious intolerance, and that in 
truta and in fact the protection of society against 
disorder has nothing to do with the motive whica 
creates this sori of legisiation. As regards 

THE EXTENT OF POLICE POWER 
in this direction, I contend that it cannot reach 
the innocent and the guilty alike; that because 
there may be a few more drunken or disorderly 
persons within the limita of a city on Sunday, 
the police power cannot for this reason deprive 
the order-loving and sober citizen of his sources 
of recreationand amusement. ‘That the police 
power has no greater authority on Sunday than 
any other day of the week; this power extends 
Sliinply to the suppression of ali offenses agaiust 
the peace and faloty of society, and if it goes 
any further it becomes an arbitrary and despotic- 
al power, which, under republican institutions, 
ought not to be tolerated for a single moment. 

Under a republican form of governnient there 
must be a line of demarkation somewhere, 
beyond which a legitimate exercise of police 
JoWer canuot proceed. I conceive this power to 
2@ One Which cannot deal with the remote causes 
of crime and disorder, but only with those proxi- 
mate causes which are of such a nature that they 
must necessarily and inevitabiy give rise to of- 
feases against the law or the peace and order of 
the community. If it were true that public 
gardens, concert-rooms, and theatres, when fre- 
quented by the people on Sunday, would inevita- 
bly bring forth a general carnival of crime and 
disorder, and that the gentleman, as well as the 
rowdy, would be irresistibly drawn into the vor- 
tex of immorality and riot on Sunday, while he 
could visit all these places of amusemeut during 
the week and still remam a gentieman and an 
honorable citizen; then, indeed, there would be 
some reason for enlarging the police power on 
the Sabbath. But we all know that it is only the 
rowdy, be ho dressed in rags or in broadcloth, 
who gives full rein to his beastly appetites on 
days of recreation, and it is 

PALPABLY UNJUST 

to punish the gentieman and the rowdy alike by 
abolishing the indirect and remote cause of the 
excesses of the latter, the same cause which is a 
source of innocent and rational pleasure to 
every clags of society except the two extremes. 
Aud, moreover, Icontend that the police power 
is but a palliative remedy against rowdvism, aud 
that the only hope of eradicating this social evil 
in the course of time lies in a very different 
direction from the club and pistol of the police- 
man,—that it lies in the direction of amore gen- 
eral diffusion of knowledge, a consummation 
which can be reached oniy by compulsory educa- 
tion. 

Let me assure you, my friends, that this 
Over-zeelous police power is a thing to 
be dreaded as much as any i other 
arbitrary exercise of the executive power 
of government. in absolute monarchies it is 
one of the privecipal supports of despotism, and 
in Republics it mav develop into a most oppress- 
ive weapon in the hands of the ruling majoricy. 
All that is needed, is some judicial precedent, 
some decision by an intolerant Judge, whose

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may say that the Judges of our country are men 
of cultured intellect, of clear judgment, and 
the best and noblest guardians of our own free 
institutions. I freely and gladly admit that this 
praise is fully deserved as to almost all questions 
which are presented for adjudication, 
WITH THE SINGLE EXCEPTION, 

however, of the Sunday and Temperance laws. 
On these questions many of our Judges cease to 
be impartial expounders of fundamental 
principle, and unconsciously become zeal- 
yas advocates of Puritanism and intolerance. 
The books are full of cases justifying all man- 
ner of arbitrary exercise of the police power on 
Sunday, and I need not call your attention to the 
fact that, in the State of New York, the courts 
have on frequent occasions sanctioned the entry 
of police into private houses on Sunday, though 
the inmates of these houses were admitted to be 
in the highest degree respectable, and were look- 
ed upon aa Criminals only because they were 
drinking their own wine under their own roof 
and fig tree. At this present moment the police 
of the City of New York is carrying on a relent- 
leas war against theatrical performances on Sun- 
day, andinthis war no distinction whatever is 
drawn between arepresentation of the “ Black 
Crook” and the legitimate drama. The final de- 
cision of the courts asto this tyrannical pro- 
ceeding will doubtless be in favor of the police, 
if judicial precedents, and not fundamental 
principles, are to be the basis of the decision. 

Do vou not think that itis high time to look 
after our personal liberty when such can be our 
experievce during the nineteenth century? I 
think it is; and, moreover, I believe it to be 
your duty to attack at once the root of the evil, 
and to inform the advocates of the Sunday law 
that their argument is lame and impotent in 
the extreme when they put forward this indefi- 
nite and unlimited police power in order to mask 
and hide the religious intolerance which gosads 
them on to an wajustifiable, unconstitutioual, 
aud essentially religious persecution. 

. THE LAST BUT NOT THE LEAST 
untenabfe argument by which the advocates of 
the Sunday law scek tolgnore the religious 
issue which lies at the bottom of this question is 
contained inthe proposition that the positive 
observauce of the Sunday is an esseptially Amer- 
ican custom; that foreign-born citizens have no 
right to foree the customs of their native land 
upon the people of this Republic; and thatif 
they do not wish to submit toand adopt Amer- 
ican manners, they had better go back whee 
they came from.

In referring to these statistics, and in endeay- 
oring to prove to vou that foreign blood runs in 
the veius of the great majority cf this people, I 
do not by any means wish to be undersicod that 
I believe this evidence of itself justiies the 
introduction of foreign customs in this Kepublic. 
Ail 1 claim is, that every element of this great 
nation, whether to the manner born or euided 
hither from a foreign shore, has an equal rivit 
to express its opinion and exert its influence in 
shaping the manners and laws of this country. 
The foreign-born citizens do not insist upon 
their mode of Sunday recreation simply because 
it is the foreign mode, but because they cousci- 
entiously believe it to be most rational and re- 
fining in all its imfluences and sutroundinga. 
And they insist further, that, having contributed 
to the wealth, power, aud progress of this great 
nation in a very respectable degree, and having 
done their full duty in the hour of danger upou 
mauy a hard fought field, they have aright to 
be heard in the councils of the nation, and 
that it seems like wunmitigated ingratitude 
and impertinence to command them to return to 
the ehores of their native land if they decline to 
submit to the dictates of Puritanical legislation. 
And they draw from ali this the logical conciu- 
sion that the argument by which Furitanical 
lawea are defended as a declaration of American 
custums, witha which the foreign-born citizens 
have no business to interfere, 1s as weak aud 
untenable an argument as the theory of the 
police power, and the couclusious of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania. 

Having disposed of all these sophietries, 
which seek to evade the real issue involved in 
the question, 1 now return to the charge, and |

which lies at the bottom of all Suuday laws. 1] 
repest, that it is the intolerant spuuit of fauatics 
alone which dictates and seeks to enforce tnese 
odious and unconstitutional laws. bat same 
fanatical spirit which De Tocqueville go aptly 
describes when he says: ‘‘ Here and there in the 
midst of American society you meet with men 
fuil of fanatical and almost wild enthusiasm, 
which hardly exists in Lurope, and from time to 
time strange sects arise which endeavor to strike 
out extraordinary paths to eternal happiness.” 
it is the spirit of an aggressive religious sect, 
which seeks to remove one of the main supports 
of our free institutions; the same spirit which, 
in its blessedignorance as to the unavoidable 
aud disastrous political consequences, attempis 
to embody a recognition of the divinity of Christ 
in the Constitution of the country, and which 
but a few short months ago created the praying 
crusaders, and exposed mwauy of the mothers, 
wives, and daughters of this Nepublic to the rid- 
icule of the civilized world. ‘The men who atand 
at the head of this moyement are douutiese 
honorable men, thoroughly convinced of the 
righteousness of their cause; but, in spite 
of their recoguized respectability, I do not 
hesitate to say that those are not the best 
of citizens who make these dangerous invroads 
upon religious liberty, and, by the enactment of 
Sunday laws, smooth the path for @ union of 
Church and Siaie. 

One of the greatest blessings of the Republic 
is the 

COMPLETE SEPARATION OF CHURCH AND STATE. 
Look across the At:antic at the bitter, terrible 
struggle which is raging on the sou of the Ger- 
mau kmpsre. Lou seoagreatanud mighty people, 
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but a few short years ago united in one solid 
phalanx against the legions of France, a nation 
which achieved victories unsurpassed in modern 
or ancient history, now torn and distracted by 
internal strife aud diasensions. Aud what is 
the cause of this internal strife? Why is it that 
the German Empire cannot peaceably rest upon 
its laurels, and proceed unmolested on the road 
tO progress and a greater national development ? 
Need I tell you the cause ? Does not the electric 
wire almost daily flash the news across the waters 
how the Church of Rome will not submit to the

CLADSTONE AND THE POPE. 


Sermon by the Rev. Edward Sallivan, of 
Trinity Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Edward Sullivan, Rector of Trinity 
Episcopal Church, preached a very able sermon 
yesterday on the the discussion between Mr. 
Gladstone and the Pope. The sermon was di- 
vided into two parts, the first of which was 
delivered at the morning service and the second 
part at the evening service. Sir. Sullivan’s text 
was : 

Is it lawful to give tribute unto Cesar or not ?— 
Matthew xxii,, 17-21. 

He said: We discover in this question of the 
wily Pharisees one of the earliest germs of 


the perplexing problem of ‘Church and 
State,’ and of the long and weary 
controversy which this problem has en- 
gendered, which, more than any other, 


has disturbed the peace of Christendom, and 
even now, after the coupntiess efforts of both 
priests and Princes to barmonize its conflicting 
elements, has as yet failed of succeseful solu- 
tion. 

The Pharisees spoke hore in their ecclesias- 
tical character as members of the oldand hon- 
ored Jewish theocracy, now for the first time 
brought into vassalage to imperial Rome, and 
anxious apparently to know the proper limits 


of obedience; bow far and within what terri-. 


tory the State had claims on them, and at what 
point the rights of couscience and of loyalty to 
God might be considered as entitled to come in 
and aseert their indisputable supremacy. ‘True, 
their anxiety for guidauce] on these questions 
was altogether feigned. What they desired above 


all things was to eutrap the Savior 
in His own words, and betray Him in 
some unguarded reply which would furnish 


material for gravely accusing Ilim, either beiore 
the civil court, or the High Priest, as the su- 
preme ecclesiastical authority,—a diabolical plot 
which only failed of success because Christ, the 
incafnate wisdom of God, penetrated the thin 
disguise they had assumed, and sent them away 
couvinced and ashamed of the meanness of 
their own hypo riny.

out of her book. Sicill, behind all these 
lies the unalterable fact, abundantly prov- 
able-from her own testimony, that her 


creed, in 1ts last develonment, comes into violent 
collision with that fundamental maxim of po- 
litical government, that the State is the supreme 
arbiter of all civil rights, and demands from all 
who claim her protection an undivided alle- 
giance. In support of this position, Dr. Sullivan 
quoted a large number of extracts from Papal 
Buils issued by Gregory VIl,, better known as 
Hildebrand; by Inuocent Lil., who discovered 
the relation between the sacred and the civil 
power to be analagous to that between the sun 
and moon; by Boniface VIII., Leo X., Paul IV., 
and Pius V, who in 1570 deposed Queen E'iza- 
beth, and released her subjects from all vows of 
alleciance. 

Nor, said he, does Pius IX. abate anything 
from the lofty claims of his predecessors, as 
shown by the languace used by him not three 
months ago to the Roman Society of Catholic 
Young Men, in which he substautially regretted 
that the power of life and death Ps not given to 
Peter’s successors, and’that in its absence tem- 
poral power is a necessity of the Papacy for the 
free government of the Chureh of God. 

The article of the Papal decree of 1870, in 
which Papal infallibility 18 enunciated, was then 
recited by Dr. Sullivan. ‘* We teach,” says Pius 
IX., “‘and declare it to be a dogma di- 
vinely revealed, that the Roman Pontilf, 
when he speaks eX-cathedra, that 18, 
when discharging the function of pastor 
and teacher of ail Christians, he defines by 
virtue of Lis supreme Apostolic authority, the 
doctrine to be held by the universal Church con- 
cerning faith and morals,—does, through the 
divine aasisiance promised to him-in St. Peter, 
possess that infallioility by which the Divine 
Redeemer wished His Church to. be instructed in 
detining doctiine concerning faith and morals, 
and that therefore the detnitions of the lioman 
Pontulf are unchangeable of themselves, and not 
from any consent of the Church,” 

Aiter explaining the meaning of faith in the 
expression ‘* faith and morais,” Dr. Sullivan 
held that the relation of a citizen to his country 
is included in the word ‘' morals.” It 
is, be said, the most momentous department 
of morals, lying at the very foundation of ali 
well-ordered society. And of this the decree 
manifestly and arrogantiy usurps to iteelf full 
and uncontrolled authority. Let a conilict arise 
between the ecclesiastical and civil power, ren- 
dering obedience to both an impossibilitv, and 
compelling men to choose to which of the two 
they will show themselves loyal, and this decree 
makes tt manifest where that alleciauce is ex- 
pected, yea, even demanded, and that under, the 
heaviest penalties. j Let us see, now,whether the 
most prominent Roman Catholic authorities ad- 
mit that issues sO grave are involved in this 
decree. 

Here Dr. Sullivan quoted from Archbishop 
Murray and Lishop Doyle, who testified before 
a Commission appolated by the Briush Govern- 
ment, when theact of Catholic Emancipation 
was wnder consideration, to determine the exact 
poeition of Romanists as to their allegiance to 
a foreign eciesiastical potentate. The substance

The ccritest between the Civil Government 
and the C'a tholic Church in Germany was tlen 
referred to ; Originating, as it did, in the refusal 
of a nurtu ber of Roman Catholic Professors to 
accept the new dogma, which was followed by a 
summons f ur their expulsion from the universi- 

ies, with which summons the State refused 
comphance. Here is involved the whole ques- 
tion, wheth erthe Papacy is to be permitted to 
work its s > vereign will in the State independ- 
ently of the State, or whether the State is to be 
supreme in its own domain, refusing all foreiga 
ecclesiastic:, dictation, yet preserving to every 
ecclesiastice,] body within its limits its just and 
and equal liberties. ‘Towards its seitlemen 
much has bcuen done by the adoption of the Falk 
laws which now appear onthe public statute- 
book of Gerinoany, and which, while leaving un- 
touched the b iner life of the Church, yet, at the 
same time, gt ard the best interesis of the civil 
authority, by declaring that that authority shall 
be master in its own honuee. 

Another il) u stration of the irreconcileableness 
of the claims of the Roman Church, under cer- 
tain cases, v'ith men’s civil rights was given as 
having recen ti y occurred in Canada. A French 
Canadian, Jcnseph Guibord, died in Montreal 


in 1istl’. For several years he had been 
&® member of a literary institute which 
the homan Catholic Bishop censured 


for having in its library certain so-called heretic- 
al books. The Bishop demanded their removal ; 
the institute refused compliance, and appealed 
tothe Pope. s\fter four years a decree arrived 
from Rome, fin-bidding any Catholic, under the 
heaviest penal jies, to be a member of the inati- 
tuie while the books were on ‘its shelves. Mean- 
while, Guilord died suddenly. His widow ap- 
plied to the yeviest for the customary rites of 
burial, which, :ander the Bishop's advice. were 
refused, except; in the unconsecrated portion of 
the cemetery, «and without any religious rites 


whatsoever. ‘Ihe widow applied to the 
Superior Court for a writ of man- 
damus, which was granted. The Church 
appealed the case to the Court of 


lievision, which reversed the judgment of the 
lower court, which judgment of reversal was 
confirmed by itie Court of Queen's Bench at 
Quebec. The wi iow then carried the case to the 
Jucicial Commi‘ ee of the Privy Council of En- 
viand, who reafiu med the first judgment in the 
widow's favor, said ordered interment in conse- 
crated ground. ‘lhe matter has not ended here. 
The official order reached the priest, bat be 
prompuy refused compliance, declaring tha: he 


would go to jtul rather: than violate one 
of the CLiirch’s ordinances. Com-

Dr. Sullivan closed his able sermon with some 
geveral reflections of the value of pure Reform- 
ation principles; ‘i 1e necessity of keeping them 
unadulterated by J omish or Rituahetic admix- 
ture, and the valuis of thelr practical illustra- 
tions in men’s lives and charactors.

FIRST SWEDISI=] METHODIST CHURCH. 
Dedicatory Semon by Bishop Iarris. 

The inaugural desc .catory services of the First 
(Swedish) Methodist Episcopal Church, located 
on the northwest worner of Oak and Market 
streets, were held vesterday morning in the 
lecture-room, the aaditorium being stili in an 
incomplete conditiom. There was a very large 
cobgregation. This services were conducted by 
the Presiding Eldea. Mr. Shoerien, who was 
assisted by the Rev. Mr. Anderson, of Chicago; 
the Rev. Mr. Hadstisum, of Brooklyn, and the 
kit. Rev. Bishop Harris. 

After the usnal religious ceremonies had been 
observed, the Bishop proceeded to speak, saying, 
by way of preface, that it afforded him unfeigned 
satisfaction to meet ¢0 large aud intelligent a 
congregation of Swedish Methodists, more 
especialiv as he had t»cen recently a sojourner in 
the Seandinavian Kin ¢dome, where he had seen 
the light of God mad » manifest by the progress 
of the Church. He liad been very deeply im- 
pressed by his satisfactory religious experiences 
in the Scandinavian ruission. There was, in- 
deed, a wonderful work of God inthe Kingdom 
of Sweden; nor were .\.orway and Denmark be- 
hind in the glorious work. Having had this 
gratifying experience, they could not wonder 
that be felt more than ordinary pride in speak- 
ing to them on #0 sacrec! an oecasion—the open- 
ing of anew temple of the faith for the glory of 
God, 

Iie would take his text from the prophecies of 


Jeremiah, Chap. xxx1,, 34: “And they shall 
teach,”’ etc. ‘his was the language of prophecy 


and of promise. It unfolded a more beautiful 
page in the bistory of the world, and gave prom- 
ise of amore general kr owledge of God. Yea, 
all men, even from the highest to the humblest 
among them, should kK arathe glory of His 
name. The coming of that eplendid era was 
looked forward to with h«: pe and joy by millions. 
Thousands of the proiudest spirnts known to 
Church history had toile«l, fought, prayed, and 
died for that noble advent. In all past ages, the 
Church could show a long line of holy men 


prostrate before God, with extended hands, 
praying ior the ‘2 lory of universal 
vaivation. Who among t.u.m all, having sympa- 


thy with Christ, and havin; bowels of compas- 
sion for sinful man, would not prostrate them- 
selves before Leaven for tb at blessing ? 

People were fond of questioning whether God 
would not bring some pov/er, more efficient than 
any that had vet been tried on the hearts of 
men, into the work of rel) gion, to make sinners 
come to Jesus. this was owing to the skeptical 
feeling of the times, and was not the fault of 
reiizgion. Never was thers an opportunity for a 
more glorious revival, ano. he would assure them 
that there was no way to bring human souls to 
crace except to teach thera a knowledge of God. 
Without that knowlecdgemenbhadnopuot. If they 
knew Jesus not, how couki they love Him? If 
they had never heard of God, except as an ab- 
siract idea, how could thu, adore him? That 
prophecy of Jeremiah, uttered 750 years before 
the birth of Christ, reprorcd unbelief and gave 
Christians assurance of a better time coming— 
‘* ‘Lbev shall all know Me, from the lowest even 
unto the greatest,” 

‘Lhis great end could on ty be accomplished by 
preaching the Word of God. They had aiw ays 
to return to the real remedy for sin, because it 
had the Divine inspiration and éeanction. which 


made it potent. it was the best instru- 
ment for the eonverssion of man,  be- 
caure it tancht oim. a know leage 
of God. The wmistion of Christ on earth 


was consummated in Calvrtry. but the necessity 
for evangelizing did not there terminate. [iis 
disciples clung to the faith which He had tanelt. 
Thev were not afraid to assert it. Thev did not 
skulk in out-of-the-way places to prociaim the 
truth. They went into the midst of the Jews,— 
right into Jernealem, where stood Pilate’s ba’). 
in which (hrist had been falsely accused and 
basely given over to an ign.ominions ceatii,—and 
there preached that the Meow who had died upon 
the cross was, indeed, the Son of God. 

They pointed to the stope rolled back from the 
sepuichre, and said, “You siew Him. but 
jie has arisen.’ They pointed to Mount 
Olivet, within sigit of Jerusalem. and 
showed the sacred peak from which ie had 
mounted ebeve the clouds and ascended into 
heaven. ‘lheir words carrted with them convic- 
tion. 

The seeds of the faith were planted, and from 
that time uniil now, neariv %,000 Yeais, the word 
of salvauion had been going forward. Ihe na- 
tions were, every hour, gro wiug out of the dark- 
ness of heathendom and co miing into full view of 
that ight which was eternul for the souls of 
men. ‘herefore, the preaching of the Gospel 
was the only true Way in which to bring the peo- 
ple to Christ. Firm in this belief, the 
minority should bind up their loins, and go 
forth upon their misvions wi'h pure hearts and a 
sublime consciousness thrst the truths which 
they spoke were solemuly at tested from on high. 

The Rev. Mr. Hadstrura, of Brooklvn, then 
made a few encouraging retnarks, in which he 
stated that he was 72 years old; that he was the 
first Scandinavian missionary who ever preached 
in that language in the United States, and the 
first Methodist minister who ever liited up his 
yoice for the glory of God in Llincis.

not seek the daintiest vitreous and ceramic 
ware she could find with which to grace her 
table. The finest napery and choicest flowers 
are a matter of course, but every day something 
new is shown in beautiful dishes and glassware. 
The beavy English glass is now supposed to be 
the most fashionable, but it is very slowly super- 
seding the more delicate and beautiful Baccarat 
vitrefactions. Spoon-holders in English glass 
are cut in diamond facets at the bottom, and en- 
graved at the top in fern arid rose-leaf patterus, 
or garlands of tlowers. Heavy fruit- and cake- 
standards have rims turned over and cut ip deep 
scallops, with diamond facets, Others are in cul 
lozenge patterns. A new glass standard 1s held by 
an exquisitely-carved Parian figure, and engraved 
witha wreath of fern-leaves. ‘ihe gobiets are 
of very large size. Al! sorts of butter- and 
cheese-dishes are made in glass. The ftinger- 
bowls are of very large size, and are on stand- 
ards, like the new tea and coffee-cups. Some- 
thing novel in a finger-bowl is in Majolica ware, 
and represents the leaves and flowers of the 
lotos-blossom. These are $12 a dozen. A 
punch-tureen in English glass is shaped like a 
barrel, and mounted on a standard. Beautiful 
epergnes are in frosted glass, with triple dishes. 
‘lhe Parian pitchers are unusually beautiful, 
while the lotos-blossom again appears on those 
of Majolica ware. Salad-bowls are also in Majoii- 
ca ware; but among the most beautiful is a pale- 
pink Wedgewood bowl, with @ wreath Of roses 
around it. Cream-pitchers are ornamented with 
curious faces,—some of them the prettiest of 
babies, while others are of more mature expres- 
sion. 

Chocolate-pots with covers, in imitation Parian 
ware, are very preity. In tea-sets‘are all man- 
ner of designs,—the recent mania for kettle- 
drums having introduced a great variety of 
solitaire and tete-a-tete sets. Tbere are beauti- 
fully ornamented lava sets in dark sienna 
shades: Chinese sets: black-and-gold sets; 
Wedgewood, and an infinite variety of Sevres, 
Dresden, and English china. Among the des- 
sert-sets are plates and compotes in dark red, with 
gilt borders, and embellished with landscapes ; 
also, sets in pink-and-blue French china, with 
fruit and leaf designs.

Majolica 
flower and nut-dishes are appropriately orna- 
mented with Cupids and squirrels. A game-dish 
bas a quail perched on the cover, as natural as 
life. A very large dish m Majolica ware, simu- 
lating a basket, has a white hen sitting on the 
top fora cover,—three gray ones at the bottom 
forming the feet. Bread-and-milk bowls in ex- 
quisite china, varying from #2 to $5, would bea 
pleasant addition to the sick-room equipags. 
Sardine-jars and olive-pots are beautifully made 
in china, avd suitably ornamented. a 

Among the ornaments are some exquisite 
things. Large tulip-shaped vases are made re- 
versible; while a crystal cross on @ pedestal 
intended to twine ivy around, is something won- 
drously umque. The flower-stands for mante!s 
aud windows are now very large, bolding several 
of what our ancestors called beau-pots, in place 
of the single one on the jardiniere pedestal or 
table. In the tea-sets, one quaint design 16 in 
Chinese figures, and bas a butterfly in coral for 
ahaudle. The dinner-sets are complete,—the 
newest being a griffin pattern. An exquisite set 
of painted china bas the cups ali footed, and an 
exquisite wreath painted around them. Match- 
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making owls in Parian are offset by the 
bachelor owl, One of the most charm- 
ing designs, however, is that of Love 
aud Hymen struggling together,—Love essaying 
to prevent the other annoyed mischief-maker 
from treading on and crushing the heart he has 
pierced with his arrows.

Then there is every- 
thing in the way of a wardrobe for these fashion- 
able puppets,—water-proofs, parasols, jewelry, 
and French bonnets and dresses. There are 
dolls’ tea and dinuer sets in endless variety, 
some of them quite large enough for little Mad- 
emoiselle to entertain her youthful friends at 
a juvenile kettledrum. 

Noah's arks are now three-stgry affairs, with 
all the animals imaginable in them. Other Swiss 
sets of animals are wonderful specimens of 
wood-carving by that ingenious people. The 
papier-mache sets represent an entire menagerie 
in the most perfect coloring and form. There 
are all sorts of kitchen-equipments and culinary 
utensils, with improved ranges to cook on ; 
while simulated food on dishes is ready for 
those who are not permitted the luxury of gen- 
ume cooking. Tool-chests and magic lanterns 
for boys are made better and more ingenious 
every year, Wlule much of the dolls’ furniture 
for little girls is of a large size aud very durable, 

Among the mechanical toys, an acrobat dis- 
plays wonderfal skill on the horizontal bar; and 
the Ethiopian dancers have been taught every 
changing step in the most intricate clog-dance. 
A new gameis a wheel which, turned, gives a 
correct auswer to any question named on a series 
of cards. New blocks areim designs represent- 
ing circns-figures; while the books are verv 
pretty,—those of the Germans combining

SENATE PLAN FOR SPECIE RESUMPTION. 
‘The Republican Senators have waived all 
individual opinions, and have agreed to pro- 
pose in the Senate, and pass, a bill relating to 
ihe finances which shall embody the follow- 
ing general provisions: 

1. ‘That specie-payments be resumed Jan. 
1, 1879,—four years hence. 

2. Free banking, abolishing the existing 
monopoly. 

3. ‘Fhe retirement of the fractional curren- 
cy, and substitution therefor of small silver 
coinage. 

4. A reurement of greenbacks in the pre. 
portion of 80 per cent of the additional Na- 
tional Bank currency as issued, until the ag- 
gregate is reduced to #200,000,000 of green- 
backs. 

The Secretary of the Treasury to use 
surplus specie in the Treasury or to sell bonds 
to reduce the Treasury notes down to $200,- 
000,000, 

This bill is all right so far as it goes, but it 
falls far short of what Convress ought to do, 
{t 1s, however, commendable for several rea- 
sons, and first, because it is an afiirmance of 
& clear and distinct policy on the part of the 
Republican party. Itis commendable, also, 
becanse itis a step in the richt direction. It 
makes a direct issue against inflation and de- 
basement, and is in favor of a return to hon- 
est money. It will be cordially accepted by 
honest people as a heaithy improvement of 
the tone and spirit of Congress since the last 
The wisdom of the Executive veto 
It 
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session. 
at the last ‘session is now apparent. 
not only arrested legislation that 
vicious in itself, but gave time for 
a careful and deliberate’ investigation 
of afiairs and of the remedies needed to meet 
existing evils. The act of last session 
was good as farasit went. It improved the 
National Banking system in many respects, 
giving it greater elasticity, providing a way 
for banks to retire their circulation, and the 
notes of broken banks to be got out of circu- 
lation, as well as the torn and defaced notes 
of solvent banks. It released £30,000,000 or 
$40,009,000 of greeenbacks uselessly locked 
up in the vaults of the banks as reserves, 
thereby enabling the institutions to loan the 
business public that much money, and thus 
relieving the financial stringency and reducing 
the rates of interest. And, lastly, it prepared 
the way for this Senate measure. The people 
of the country, irrespective of party, sus- 
tained the act of last July, and sustained 
the principles of the veto that pre- 
vented the passage of the opposing wild-cat 
bill, and they will sustain this bill should it 
pass, The misfortune of Congress has been 
the distrust shown in the integrity and in- 
telligence of the peopie. No appeal has ever 
been made to their honesty and good faith 
that has not met with a prompt and hearty 
response. They have been, and are now, far 
in advance of Congress on this subject of 
specic-payments and sound money. The 
people have received the recommendations 
made by the President and Secretary of the 
Treasury with great satisfaction, and, had the 
Senate embodied those recommendations in a 
bill, that bill would be stronger before the 
public than the one agreed on. The country 
is sick and tired of the losses, uncertainties, 
and disgrace of depreciated paper money, 
aud the people want a restoration of stability 
and standard values. They want to deal in 
money that will retain the same value two 
days in succession. This bill proposed in 
the Senate, while it falls short of what the 
country needs, is at least no step backward, 
but is a movement in the right direction. 

The notion which prevails ia the minds of 
the average Congressman, that tho ‘* West” 
is wedded to a fluctuating, irredeemable, de- 
preciated paper currency, is not only erroneous, 
but ts 4 slander on the honest yoemanry of the 
West. ‘The men of the West are just as anx- 
ious as the men of the East for good, sound, 
parmoncy. They are no more in love with 
irredeemable, fluctuating currency than their 
brethren of New England or New York. 

The time proposed for specie resumption is 
unnecessarily long. There is no reason why 
it should be postponed for four years. If the 
bill could be so amended as to fix the date 
at January, 1877, or the Fourth of July, 
1876, at the beginning of the new centennial, 
it would be a great improvement. Neverthe- 
less the fixing of any date is a decided and 


f orem aes and so beneficial will be its ef. 
seets upon the credit af the couniry, that we 


| may reasonably hope that long before the ex- 
piration of the intervening term of feur years 
we will have specie-psyments restored in fact. 
The only excuse for a delay in resumption is 
to give time for an arrangement of the exist- 
ing relations of debtor and creditor without 
oppression on the one hand, or repudiation 
on the other. As these arrangements are 
made from time to'time, the business of the 
future will be based upon the new order of 
things. Once the day of resumption is fixed, 
and men know that after that date debts are 
to be paid in coin, and that purchases are to 
meade at coin values, there will bo a 
general preparation forthe change. The Legal- 
‘Tender act nay not be repealed, but legal- 
tenders will then become equivalent to coin. 
Debiors and creditors, thus warned in ad- 
vance, will hasten as speedily as ‘possible to 
put their affairs in proper order, that, after 
that date, they may enieruponthe new tide of 


be 


national and individual prosperity, and par- 
ticipate in the wealithof renewedand increased 
production, which willfollow the restoration 
of confidence. 

The passage of this bill will have the effect 
of strengthening public credit at home and 
abroad. It will impart confidence; it will 
offer capital the security which is now want- 
ing; and it will have the immediate effect of 
adding stability to the value of greenbacks, 
by friving to them, what they have never had, 
e certain assurance of ultimate redemption. 
It is not unreasonable to expect that even 
within a year greenbacks will have so far ad- 
vanced in value as to remove all motive for 
hoarding silver coin. 

The silver dollar is worth about 95 or 96 
per cent of gold. When, therefore, green- 
backs advance to 94 per cent, silver change 
will circulate, and when the notes reach ‘5 
silver will float freely. This Senate bill will 
render more easy the retirement of the dirty,

The German Government, r the ar- 
rest and prosecution of Von Arnim, evidently 
intended to establish a precedent for the in- 
struction of its Ministers and Consuls. Hav- 
ing done this promnptly and decidedly, and by 
due process of law, it has satisfied its pur- 
poses and maintained its dignity. The exam- 
ple it has set will probabiy be heeded. 
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THE REMEDIES FOR INTEMPERANCE. 
Those legal coercionists in the of 
temperance who set themselves persistently 
avainst the logic of facts and figures, against 
all the lessons of experience and all the laws 

do better than to 
read, with as little prejudice as they can bring 
to bear upon the subject, the report ef the 
Committee of the Temperance-Reform Socie- 
ty, which was printed in the last issue of Tur 
Tripune. If this fails to convince them of 
their error, their case is hopeless, and the real 
friends of temperanee might as well accept 
the fact that they have not only got to work 
against the drunkard himself, but his next 
friend and ally, the Prohibitionist. 

It may be premised that the Temperance- 
Reform Society isnot made up of men who 
have never drank liquor, who have no ap- 
petite for it,—men who have had no ac- 
tive personal knowledge of the workings of 
intemperance, but of men who have been vic- 
tims of strong drink, and have suffered in 
their own persons, purses, and families, who 
know what they are talking about, who are 
experts and qualified to give a reliable opin- 
ion. Now, what is the opinion of these 
men concerning the working of coercive 
measures? What do they recommend? 

1. The Committee, in behalf of the or- 
ganization, is satisfied that all attempts to 
prohibit the manufacture or sale of intoxi- 
cating drinks by legislative enactments will 
result only in failure. This isa point which 
Tur Trrpvune has repeatedly tried to get into 
the heads of the Prohibitionists, the grounds 
upon which the Committee bases its opinion 
being identical with those repeatedly urged 
by Tir TRIBUNE. 

2. The Committee declares that it is op- 
posed to any action onthe part of the Club 
which would in any way encourage a revival 
of the ‘‘ crusading business,” and recognizes 
the fact that it has hitherto done more harm 
than good. They adduce strong reasons for 
such conclusion. 

3. The Committee recognizes that temper- 
ance organizations and temperance revivals 
have hitherto been only partially successful, 
because they have been badly managed by 
men who had no personal knowledge of the 
subject, who knew not how to approach in- 
ebriates, and were ignorant of the true 
method of dealing with intemperance as a 
Cisease.

In February, 1873, Co ngress rejected the 
electoral votes of Louis iana and Arkansas.

It is to be observed ‘ that, in all of these 
cases, the acceptance or rejection of the 
votes was a matter of r .o practical moment. 
Moreover, in all these ¢c ases, both Houses of 
Congress were of the s: 2me political complex- 
ion, and therefore th e decision was easy.

Anglo-Saxon good 
sense might fi ad a way ont of the dead-lock 
by agreeing to a new election, but partisan 
feeling, embitt ered to the highest degree by 
the struggle o f the two Honses for the tre- 
mendous sta! :e, might plunge the country 
into a war hor rible beyond a parallel.

ILLINOIS RAILROADS. 

We infer from the advance statistics sent 
us by telegraph from Springfield, taken from 
the annual report of the Dlinois Railroad 
Commissioners, that these gentlemen have 
done their work thoroughly and intelligently. 
We have already the most important collec 


tion of fects that has ever been made con- ‘ 


cerning the railroad system of this State, and 
& comparison of some of them will be found 
not only interesting but useful. 

We have now 6,759 miles of railroad within 
the State, or about 1,500 miles more than all 
the New England States put together, and 
about the same length in excess of the State 
of New York or the State of Ohio. 
The nominal cost of these railroads 
is represented by the combined sum of 
the bonds and capital stock, which would be 
at the rate of $47,477 per mile. The show- 
ing is not creditable to our railroad corpora- 
tions. I[linois is a vast prairie. Iis railroads 
run upon siraight lines and upon a smooth 
horizontal surface, requiring few bridges, no 

unnels, sight grading, or any other works 
of ‘masonry and engineering of unusual cost. 
There is no series of railroads in the world 
that ought to have been constructed so cheap- 
ly as the railroads of Ulinois. But we find, 
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upon comparison, that they cost (?) abeut | 
_the same amount per mile as the railroads 


of the hilly, mountainous New England 
Siates, where the conditions are just the re- 
verse, and where the actual cost was proba- 
bly more than es much again as the actua 
cost of railroads in Lllincis. By compari- 
with the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
the showing is made still worse.

& Oluo Railroad was probably as large as that 
of the same extent of railroad anywhere in 
the world. Yet we find that the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad actually cost from %10,000 to 
*15,000 per mile less than the ostensible cost 
of the Iiinois railroads! The average cost 
per mile of all the railroads in the country, as 


| represented by the capital stock and bonds, 


is #60,057 ; but this figure has been swollen 
by the villainous swindles in New York, where 
the average cost is represented to be $83,391 
per mile; in New Jersey, where it is $115,829 
per mile ; in Pennsylvania, where it is $105,- 
105 per mile ; and in the Pacific States and 
Far West Territories, where it is $95,590 
per mile. The railroads in Ulinois cannot 
have actualiy cost more than railroads in 
Florida, where the average is $18,455 per 
mile. Instead of that, we find it to be mor 

then double those figures. : 

These comparisons show the folly of the 
claim that our railroads should earn a “fair 
dividend” ontheir bloated capital stock, after 
paying the interest on their padded indebted- 
ness. To do this, the [linois railroads would 
have to earn 18 or 20 per cent on the money 
actually invested in them. The average rate 
for local passengers has been nearly 4 cents 
per mile, and for through passengers about 
3 1-3 cents per mile; the former is a cent a 
mile in excess of what it ought to be, and 
the latter in proportion. The average rate 
for through freight has been 2 4-10 per ton 
per mile, and nearly 3 4-10 for local freights, 
which is much above what it ought to be, 
and what it would be under economical man- 
agement, and if the capital stock and debt 
represented only the actual cost of the rail- 
roads. 

It is not likely that the actual cost of the 
Illinois railroads exceeds the aggregate bond- 
ed indebtedness, for, in many cases, bonds 
were sold at a frightful discount in order to 
realize more money than the security would 
warrant. It is safe tosay that, for eight or 
ten years back, scarcely a railroad has been 
built in this State which was not constructed 
on the ‘*‘ Credit-Mobilier” system,—that is, 
borrowing more than enough money necessa- 
ry to build it, and forming a ring to do 
the work at excessive prices. When, there- 
fore, it is claimed that railroads are entitled 
to earn a “fair dividend” on their capital 
stock in addition to interest on their bonds, 
the answeris: ‘* You arescarcely entitled to 
earn the interest on your bonds, which is 
more than your road cost.” Of course there 
are exceptions to this rule, especially the 
older roads ; but this would be the result of 
the average. 

We will merely add that it is not creditable 
to railroad management in Iilinois that there 
should have been 227 persons killed and 404 
injured by them within the year. This show- 
ing would indicate that some of our railroads 
are as reckless of human life as they are 
wasteful in their construction expenditures. 
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SALARY-GRASBING. 

The Hon. Jasprr Pacxarp, ex-member of 
Congress, end one of those who voted for 
the salary-grab, is made unhappy by articles 
in this paper of the 2¢ and 4th inst., to the 
extent of two and one-half columns of edi- 
torial in his newspaper, the Laporte CAron- 
wle, of the 15th inst. That Mr. Pacxarp, 
being guilty, should be sensitive to any refer- 
ence to the subject, is not strange; but, when 
he attempts to justify himself for his share 
of the plunder by the statement that the 
salary-grab bill of 1873 had its parallel 
in the salary bill of 1856, he is quite 
wide of the mark. The act of 1856 
was passed at the first session of Congress, 
and before any member was re-elected to the 
next Congress. It increased the salary from 
8 a day to $3,000 a year, which is at the 
rate of $8 per day. The members who voted 
fos it had to go immediately before their con- 
stituents. The act was adjudged by the 
country to be a proper and wise one, and we 
know of no member who voted for it that met 
with condemnation from his constituents 
therefor. ‘The reasons why it received pub- 
lic approval were: First;: The consciousness 
that the salary, as it then stood, was eniire- 
ly inadequate, and the increase was just 
and reasonable. Second: That it abol- 
ished a long-existing abuse which had 
grown up of increasing the salary of mem- 
bers indirectly by voting each new member of 
Congress a Congressionel library, consisting of 
the Annals of Congress, Congressional Glove, 
the works of Joxs ot Tuomas JEFFER- 
sox, ALEXANDER Hayrition, and others, the 
whole costing the Governraent from $1,400 
to $1,500. This large perquisite was ebol- 
ished by the bill. Third: It abolished con- 
structive mileage, which hac prevailed up to 
that time, and members drew full mileage at 
every session, whether they traveled or not. 
By this means mileage was generally doubied.

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WISCONSIN CORPORATIONS, 

We have already called the attention of the 
readers of THe Trrpune to the decision of 
Chief-Justice Ryan, of Wisconsin. in the rib. 
way injunction suits. We have seen how the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin has held, in thos 
cases, that the power reserved to the Legis 
lature of the State to alter or repeal the cha. 
ters-of corporations at any timeafterthey have 
been granted is unlimited, and, we may sy, 
arbitrary. Under the decision fust named 
the railroad companies of Wisconsin maybe 
compelled to operate their roads at any rates 
whatever fixed by the Legislature, and, for all 
that we can see, without being entitled 
to any compensation whatever, should 
the Legislature so decide. This doe 
trine is so manifestly opposed to all good 
policy, so glaringly at variance with all prin- 
ciples of justice, so directly calculated to 
strike at the material development of Wis 
consin and the West, that we think it not m 
appropriate to direct public attention to the 
grounds of its untenableness. It is em 
nently just and proper that corporation 
should be ever under the control of the State, 
and that the Legislature should reserve ® 
itself the power at any time to alter or repeal 
their charters; but it is eminently unju# 
and improper that the power should be wm 
limited and arbitrary. Wisconsin is not te 
only State in which the charters of corpom 
tions are subject to legislative repeal, ament 
ment, or alteration, at any time after they 
have been granted; nor is the Suprem 
Court of Wisconsin the first that ha 
been called upon to put a judicial 
construction on the reserved powe 
to alter, amend, or repeal. We doubt, how 
ever, whether the question of the precise & 
tent of the power was ever raised till it w# 
raised in Wisconsin in the railway injan 
tion suits. No other Court, it would sem, 
was ever called upon to decide whether 
the power was limited or unlimited The 
Wisconsin Court was. Says ChiefJustie 
Ryan in his decision: “It was argued for the 
defendants that the power is a limited o0¢ 
It was so said in Mriuer ov. State, ad 
Honyore cs. Lyman, supra; and in some 
Massachusetts cases, that it must be reason 
bly exercised.” Chief-—Justice Bran does not 
accept these views, and holds thet the powet 
is unlimited, and that, in case the Legs 
lature exercises it unreasonably, no mab 
ter to what extent, the corporation 
has no remedy in a court of justice. Now, 
while it is true that the question of the pre 
cise extent of the power of amendment hed 
never before been marked out by any Court 
there is ample ground for saying that Court# 
have uniformly declared,—it may have bees 
only as dicta,—and intimated, that the * 
served power is limited and must receive r 
reasonable construction. In the case

At Vora 
Cruz the railroad is now completed 263 miles to 
he City of Mexico, offers ranid means of trans- 
portation from Orizaba, 82 miles, and from Cor- 
doba, 65 miles in the interior, both of which 
places are famous, and especially the latter, for 
the excellence and great variety of their tropical 
fruit. We should then get rine bananas a weok 
old instead of several months. And they night 
be placed within reach of others than capitelists 
of unlimited credit.

THE VON ARNIM CASE. 

Beri, Dec. 20.—In the closing proceedings 
of the von Arnim trial vesterday, the presiding 
Judge, Herr Keich, in his summing up, said it 
was impossible to impugn Count von 
Arnim’s good faith in his statements 
relative to the retention of documents of 
the second class, as no poritive 
act was committed. These documents must be 
dismiszed from the debate. The sa:zne remark 
applies to the documents of the Uhird clase. ‘The 
accused was noi to be blarmed fortbe publication 
of them in the Echo de Parliament. Noth- 
ing had been proved against bim as tbe 
author of the resolutions in the Vienna 
Presse. As Lindsberg and Hauser refused to 
testifv, Bossart’s evidence proved the truth of 
Arnim’s denial of tho authorship of the article 
in the Speener Gazetle. ‘The charges of the pria- 
oner’s want of credibility were, therefore, un- 
tenable. In regard to the politico-ecclesiastical 
dispatches of the uret class, the ac- 
cused could not be heid Lo be 
guilty of embezzlement, but he had committed a 
criminal fanit; aa, according to bis own).:dmission, 
he romoved them from tae Embassy at Paris to 
Berlin. This Sie said he did because he thought 
the documents were sO important thatit was nec- 
v he should deliver them personally to 
the Foreign Office. Neverthiess, be remained 
in Berlin nearly a month without doing 80. The 
plea of forgetfulness, urged by the defense, 
cannot be maintained, for the Count kuowilngly 
conveyed foculnents in question to 
Carlsbad. The accused is thus convicted 
of an offense against public order in 
purposely making away with thirteen 
State papers. Tne position of the defendant 
and the importance of the documents aggra- 
vated the offense, which, however, wes 
mitigated by their subsequensirestoration. ‘The 
gentence of tae Court 1s that Von Arnim, ia 
addition to the term of imprisonment, shall pay 
the costs. The Count is permitted to retain his 
official dignities with the title of Excellency. He 
will go to Italy immediately on the expiration of 
his term of imprisonment for the restoration of 
bis health.

Two Supposed Attempts at Arson 
in Chicago. 


A Fire in LaSalle. 


INCENDIARISM. 

The alarm from Box 319 at 11:45 o’clock laat 
bight was occasioned by fire in tho basement of 
the frame building on the southwest corner of 
Halsted and Monroe streeta, occupied by J. R. 
Dike, as agrocery. Lose, $500; insurance in the 
Globo, of Chicago, 21,000. The fire is supposed 
to have been set by an incendiary. The flames 


were discovered by a gentieman who happened to 


be passing, and be ran to the nearest fire-station 
—coruer of Halsted and Madison streets, one 
block from the fire. On opening the box 
door, be drew his watch from his pocket for the 
parjose of timing the alarm, and, from the 
time he pulled the spring tothe ringing of the 
bells, a half minute elapsed. On running back 
to the fire he observed by the watch that it took 
Engive No, 5 just four minutes to reach the 
corner of Halsted and Monroe sireeis, and three 
or four other engiues cams up in a minute or 
two afterward. Not more than ten minutes 


stream of water was on the fire from No. 5. 

At 1:10 a, m., another alarm came from Box 
316, caused by the smouldering of fire in Mr. 
Dike’s building. ‘The fremen had just left the 
place when fire was discovered between the 
plaster and siding, on the north sido of the 
building, and they returped and quenched it 
without further damage. 

Shortly after the laxt alarm Officer Dan Ho- 
gan arrested, oa the charge of arson, a young 
man nated Fred Koppe, who had formerly 
been in Mr. Dike’s employ, and who was 
sianding near the fire at the time. 
was a half block north of 
Dike’s, on Halsted sireet, and when the first 
alarm struck he remarked to two parties who 
asked where the fire was, that it was Dike’s, and 
at the moment there was no smoke or flame to 
be seep. IHlis pantaloons were saturated with 
kerosene oi], and his vest and bat were smeared 
with plaster, which it is thought be rubbed 
against in Dike’s store, where the plasterers had 
been lately at work. Dike’s place 
was tired four weeks ago, and 
suspicion rested ou Koppe then, from the fact 
that his hand was cut and blood-stains were 
found on the wiudows of Dike’s store, anda 
pane of glass broxea to admit of 
and egress. Koppe keeps a rival 
grocery at No. 86 Halsted street, and it is said 
has Leen a bitter competitor. Koppe 1s a single 
man, 26 years oi age. He has a suit now pend- 
ing against Dike, tor $30,000, for hone de- 
famation of character in asserting that he fired 
his place. 

An attempt was made about 6 o'clock last 
evening to tire the two-story frame building, No. 
125 Diue Island avenue, occupied as a fur store and 
dwelling by N. Hyman. Oftcer Crowley lap- 
penned to be passing along with his wife, when 
& Woman lan Out of oue of the adjoining build- 
ings, and gavethe alarm. Crowley ran to the 
piace, and knocked off a board and went under 
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| the building, where he discovered the fire, and 


put it out. No alarm was turned in. An investi- 
galion disclosed a pile of kindling wood, hay, and 
soft coal under the floor, and when one of the 
neighbors first discovered the smoke issuing 
from the building, the fire was well started. On 
the josts a pumver of newspapers had been 
hung, anf they had just taken fire 
when the officer reached them. A hatchet— 
which was subsequently identified by a barber 
living close by—anud a teamster’s badge—were 
also found lying near the kindlings. Three bovs 
were noticed about the premises early in the 
evening, and itis believed they were the incen- 
diaries trom the fact that they were observad to 
run out the back way just about the time the 
blaze was discovered. ‘Tbis is the second time a 
similar attempt has been made to fire the build- 
ings in the same neighborhood within the past 
six movthe. The timely discoverv last evening 
prevented what might have been a large confla- 
gration. 


AT LA SALLE, ILE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

LaSatre, lll., Dec. 20.—The fire which oc- 
curred here last evening, and a hasty report of 
which appeared in this morning’s Trisvng, 
proved to be much leas destructive than first ap- 
pearances promised. It occurred in a three- 
story brick block known as the Halligan Block, 
situated at the northeast corner of First and 
Gooding streets, and is owned by Mrs. Nicholas 
Duncan. The first floor is occupied by M. 
Fnedman. boots and shoes; Joseph Satzman, 
reacty-made clotbing and gentlemen's furnishing 
goods, and Charles Brown, boot and shoemaker, 
at the rear of l’riedman’s. The second story is 
occupied by Nicholas Duncan, Justice of the 
Peace ; A. VV. Hugbs, Justice of the Peace, and 
P. D. McDonald, lawyer. The whole of the 
upper story is occupied by the Good Templars 
and other temperance organizations. The tire 
originated in the rear end of the room occupied 
by Satzman, bué in what manner is a subject for 
conjecture. There was much fire there when 
first discovered, and the flames }.assed along be- 
tween the ceiling and the roof at the north side 
of the block, and thence ascended to the rear 
windows of the second story. Considerable 
delay in getting the engine to work was 
caused by the repeated bursting of the hose by 
which the water must be raised from the canal 
up over the bluff. When at last fairly at work, 
however, the engine did well, and the fire was 
soon exXtinguished. Satzman’s stock waa ex- 
teneively damaged by tire and water, perhaps al- 
most utterly destroyed. That was the only stock 
of merchandise reached by the fire. The total 
losses and damage by fireand water may be given 
in detail as follows: Satzman’s loss in clothing, 
about #4,000—fully insured; Fredman’s damage 
in consequence of flood and removal, $200 to $30; 
McDonaid, lawyer, by water and removal, about 
$300—iosured. The other occupants of offices 
on the same floor were but slightly damaged. 
The furniture of the Good Templars’ Hall was 
considerably damaged by water. The damage 
by tire and water to the building is about #800; 
insured. The Fire Department of Piqua came 
up, but too late to render any assistance.

faTURDaY Evenine, Dec. 19, 
The most merked feature of the financial eitu- 
ation during the past week bas been the begin- 
ping of s return flow of currency to New York. 
This has been small. put thst there should be 
any such movement at this season is too unusual 


“to escape remark, 

For the last two weeks, owing to the sma!! 
shipments by the grain and provision 
men, the amount of exchange being 
made has been below the average of 
former seasons. The same fact has operated to 
increase the demand. The purchases by the 
West of Eastern goods cannot be as fully offset 
as previously against the purchases by the East 
of Western products for use or exportation. 
The heavy movement Fastward all winter of 
wheat by rail which we saw last winter Is not re- 
peated on the same scale this year. ‘The demor- 
alization of the packers diminishes our exports 
likewise, The country banis have been order- 
ing ekchange to New York liberally the last fort- 
night to pay the indebtedness of their custom- 
ers there. Thie demand has forced the rate up 
to the shipping point. and, as chronicled during 
the week, currency as been shipped in cousid- 
drable quavtities to New York. 

The orders trom the country for currency have 
not increased in amount. ‘Lhey remain less than

g in for Saturday were $4,000,000; for 
the week the clearings are $23,590,753.44, and 
the balances $2,013,100.20; for the correspoud-

The State Supreme Court has just filed its 
first decivion sustaining the validity of the decila- 
ration iu the National Homestead law that ‘‘ No 
lands acquired under the provisions of this act 
shali in any event become litble te *he satisfac- 
tion of any debits contracted prior te the issuing 
of the patent therefor.” ‘The Court bolds that 
this provision is constitutional and valid, and 
does not violate the sovereignty of the State; 
that land patented to an actual settler under 
the act does not become liable for debts of the 
patentee contracted prior to the issuance of the 
patent, if conveyed to another person; and that 
the Legislature is, by the State Constitution, ex- 
pressly prohibited from passing any law sub- 
jecting homestead lands to levy and sale upon 
execution, issued upon a judgment for a debt 
of the patentee created prior to the issuance of 
the patent.

SOUTHERN TRANSPORTATION. 
GALVESTON AS A PORT OF SHIPMENT. 

Snectal Correanonacnce of The Chicago Tribiwne, 

Lincoun, Neb., Dec. 17.—Col. C. W. Hayes, 
traveling agent and correspondent of the Gal- 
veston News, is in Omaha, for the purpose of 
impressing upon the business men of Nebraska 
the advantages of a Soutbern outlet to the sea. 
This is a question that is sensibly agitating our 
people, and is of equal interest to the people of 
Chicago. It is 500 miles nearer tide-water to 
Galveston than to New York, and that is an im- 
mense advantage. This great central fact, the 
nearness of the States west of the Mississippi to 
the gulf, will account for the rapid growth of 
Galveston, in iate years. From the gentleman 
now visiting Omaha, I have obtained some 
figures relating tothe port of Galveston which 
may be of imterest to your readers. 

The number of vessels arriving from foreign 
ports in 1870 was 88; the number cleared, 11. In 
the first quarter of 1574 the number of 
vessels entering from foreign ports was 
87, and the number cleared 8. While 
she exported 144,123 bales of cotton in 1570, 
she exported 155,243 bales in the first quarter 
emding April 1, 1874. Her domestic exportations 
in 1870 were 214,526,705, and for the first quar- 
ter of the present year, $10,525,276. er im- 
portations on two articles alone, salt and coffee, 
were as follows: 1870, 19.634,331 pounds, val- 

: 1873, 21,960,063 pounds, valued 
» increase coffee was as fol- 
lows ; 759,905 pounds, valued at $270,- 
613 ; 1873, 6,276,733 pounds, valued at $1,070,- 
154. The number of vessels that cleared coast- 
wise in 1870 was 704; and entered coastwise, 60. 
The number that cleared coastwise in the first 
quarter of the present year was 164, and entered 
coastwise, 914. The number of cattle shipped to 
Cuba in 1871 was 400 head ; in 1572, 1,568 head ; 
in 1873, 11.479 head; andthe first quarter of 
1874, 4.790 head. The importations only include 
coffee and salt, and the exportations cotton and 
cattle. 

Five lines of steamers now centre at Galves- 
ton, and the harbor is one of the most favorable 
in the world. It has one drawback, however : 
the sand-bar at the head of the island, but that 
nuisance is being rapidly ‘abated. The City of 
Galveston Las expended $000,000 to improve its 
harbor. 

One of Galveston’s advantages in securing the 
trade of the States west of the Missouri itiver 
is its proximitv to the great coffee-fields and 
other productions of the tropical regions. There 
is no good reason whv the eugars raised in Texas 
should be first shipped to New York, and then 
reshipped to Kansas and Nebraska, while an all- 
rail route connects Omaha and Galveston.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

THAT DISCRIMINATION IN FAVOR OF B8T. LOUIS. 

A few days azo it was announced in Tue Tris- 
UNE that the Western Railroad Commissioners, 
in adopting freight rates from Western points to 
the East, bad badly discriminated against this 
city, and m favor of St. Louis. It appeared 
that, instead of making the difference between 
the two cities from 10 cents to 15 conts, as has 
always been the custom, they had made the 
difference but 4cents. Of course, the Chicago 
roads leading toSt. Louis were indignant at this 
action, and they accused the Commissioners of 
having made the rates in the interest of the 
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Pennsvlvania Railroad Company, which connects 
with the Vandalia line. The -Commissioners, 
seeing the justice of the complaint, have now 
receded from their former action, and again 
raised the rates from St. Lonis to the East, so 
as to make the difference between the twocities.

The diiler- 
ence between Kast St. Louis aud this city is 7 
cents, the bridge-toll amounting to 6 conts on

Messrs. J. C. Clark, General Manager, L. H. 
Clark, Chief Engineer, and Joseph Tucker,

The report from Sioux City that General Man- 
ager Clark had both his feet jammed, and was 
otherwise severely injured, and thattwo or three 
others of the party were badly hurt, had no 
foundation in fact. General Manager Clark re- 
ceived a slight bruise on his leg, but otherwire 
is entirely uninjured, and was at his office Nat- 
urday attending to his duties as usual. One 
or two others of the party received slight 
scratches, but none of them needed medicai aid. 
Mr. Tucker escaped untouched. The accident 
was occasioned by a broken rail. Tho engine 
passed over it safely, but the car—the only one 
on the train—was thrown off and upset. All the 
parties fell against the partition of the state- 
room, which in all probability saved them from 
revere injtry, as otherwise they would have been 
thrown through the windows.

- THE COMMUNISTS. 
EFFORTS AT REORGANIZATION. 

There is one thing for which the Communists 
of this city deserve admiration, and that is their 
perseverance and insensibility to defeats. 
Though it was shown at the last election that 
theircause, inthis city at least, bad few adherents, 
still they refuse to be put down. Wherever and 
whenever a.good opportuvity is offered they turn 
up again, trying to make tho best out of the situ- 
stion, and gain proselytes among the working- 
nen. 

Theic small vote last November induced many 
»f their adierents to leave the ranks, and ever 
since the meetings have been but slimly attended, 
and it looked as if the organization had gone back 
into obscurity. This, however, was a mistake ; 
the leaders, who are shrewd and wily, have beou 
at work ever since trying to revive thoir prestige 

of last winter. They are now again at work 
among the thousands of unemployed working- 
men who have been thrown out of labor by the 
present stagnation in business. These men, 
though no Communists at heart, will join any- 
thing in the expectation of getting work or 
bread, and they care not what the result wil be. 
The leadera of the Commuuists have calculated 
right, and their ranks are again 
RAPIDLY FILLING UP. 
If there is ro trouole this winter it will not be 
the fault of these leaders, as they are doing their 
utmost to incense the workingmen against the 
capitalists, the speeches being still more incen- 
diary than those made last vear. 
A MASS-MEETING 
was held yesterday afternoon at Northwestern 
Hall, on Cornel! street, about 300 workingmen 
being present. ‘(he meeting was organized with 
Mr. Kelting as President and Mr. Peter Froi- 
muth as Secretary. ; 
- Mr. Jacob Winnen was the first speaker. He 
showed that the capitalists were using the labor- 
ers a6 tools and machines. ‘Tbeir work was their 
personal property, aod it was ashame to lei tue 
capitalists rob them of it. ‘The present condi- 
tion uf the workingmen showed thas they were 
right last wintor, aud that a revolution was com- 
ing, Slowly but surely. it was their daty to 
ORGANIZE AND UNITE, 
to be prepared when the time of action arrived. 
Nothing in the world could prevent them from 
fimaliv securing their rights, though they might 
have to wage a fearful war for tuem. 

Mr. Christian Krause, the next speaker, could 
gay bat very little, as he had a bad cold; stil he 
wanted to impress upon his feliow work.ng:nen 
that they ought to rule this as well as any other 
country, as they were the power which created 
everythiug. Lhougiiarevciution was in prog- 
ress, still that revolution couid not be forced; it 
wouid come aicng of its own accord; tberetore, 
they must prepare aifd get ready. 

MR. CARL KLINGS 
was then introtuced- and greeted’ with 
applause. He reviewed the history of Com- 
munism in this cicy, showing that, in spite of the 
prese, which continually misrepresented them, 
they had continued to gain in pablic estimation. 
They had proven that they were nota lot of 
‘ swindlers and cormoranis, but honest men who 
wanted nothiug but their rights. Why waa it 
that co many Workingmen were again out of em- 
pioyment? Did it not show that the present 


etate of society needed remoceiing? The pres- 
ent stagnation in buriness and  depre- 
ciation im railroad and other’ bonds 
proved beyond a dovbt that a crisis 
was jmjending. The capitalists suffered but 
little frcm this state of aifairs, but those who 


suffered directly were the workingmen. ‘Lhous- 
ands were now out of employment, and the few 
who had work were getting so little tha: they 
could not make both ends meet. A change could 
not be wrought by going around saloons, and 
blowing abou: the injustice of ihings. Incendiary 
speeches and harancnues would not do it. They 
wauted something entirely difierent. The laws 
had to be so charcedthat a workineman could live 
: as well asacapitaiust. lhey were now gettluc new 
allies. whose value wea immense, aud who would 
them win a great vic- 
: tory. the midcie ciasses were being 
gradually wiped out by the capital.si«. 
and the war between the two classes had already 
commenced. It was raid: that Communism in 
this countiy was ridiculous, it being entirely 
different from Europe. He had lived in this 
count.y J:er ten veara, and he had found but 
one difierence, namely, that here there is a 
middle viais which stands as a barrier between 
the capiiaiiets and the workingmen. [Put this 
clase is being rapidly driven into the ranks of the 
: workingime,. The new allies could not be in- 
duced wis. hungry to go to a packing-house and 
get the oiiai.

NEWSBOYS’ HOME. 
ITs PRESENT AND FUTURE. 
To the Editor of Vie Chicago Tribune; 

Cuicaco, Dec. i9.—It 18 not at all uncommor 
to meei with people who decline to give to char- 
itable institutions, because the result in the work 
done or the good accomplished ia so unsatisfac- 
tory. Menand women who act intelligently in 
ali they do, who scrutinize with care, and reason 
logically about giving of their substance, and 
with the same cood sense they manifesi in other 
things, often feel compelled to decline giving 

. becauge they are not satisfied that it is the best, 
oreven a good, way to dispose of the monev they 
are Willing to devote to charity. bis may have 
always been the case to a certain extent, but not 
by any mcans 59 common and 80 marked as at 
the present time. The thinking, reasoning pari 
of society are more ethical than ever before, 
hhough the rouititude may cecupy much the 
same place it alwaya has,—ready to follow the 
wachers and leaders of the time. 

Now, any institution supported in whole or in 
part by the voluntary contributions of the com- 
mumity which cannot meet succeasfuily such 

free and wholesome ‘criticism, is unworthy the 
confidence and support of the community. The 

: ** Newsboys’ Home” 1s ready to mect this kind 
Of criticisin, and to ‘‘show cause” (hat, while it 
may be open to such criticism, it is not so much 
the fauit of tie instiiution itself or the man- 
agers of it, as it is the mistakes of the origina- 
tors and founders of the institution. | 

When the Newsboys’ and Bootblacks’ Associa- 
tion of Chicago was organized and chartered, 
the only thing attempted or thought of was to 
better the conition of homeless boys by cheap 
lodgings and food at net cost; to tame their 
Wild, uncouth ways and habils by working upon 
them en masse, throuzh the agency of Sunday- 
school picnics, large public meetings, and other 
similar means. Such a thing as persistent efforc 
to change wholly their mode of life, and 
bring them out of their degraded condition 
through the agency of enforced obedience to 
wholesome rules and other modes of living, was 
aot thought practicable. : 

The “newsboy” was a recognized institution, 
to be execrated and pitied, cursed aud blessed 
(after. @ peculiar fashion), shunned and sought 
after; to be treated at arm's length; a niue- 
teenth-century Ishmaclite, feamng nothing (put 
a policeman), loving nothing, but hopiug every- 
thing. Now, many say: **I do not believe in 
supporting these boys in a way that encourages 
them in their evil ways and habits. Do tho thing 
for them that saves them, and [ will give freely:

About two score of boys have been taken ont 
of our streets, during our work in the ** Home, 
and placed in good situations or country homes, 
where they have become established and firmly 
eottied, contented and happy. Manv oihers 
bave been kept from going wholly to the bad, 
though no lasting good can be found as the 
result of our Jabors uponthem. But while there 
is BO much tolook back upon with real satis- 
faction in reviewing the work of our hands, 
there is left a keen sense of regret in thinking 
of what might have been, and how far short the 
result atiained is of the resul: tuat ehouid be. 

but po institution can do the work of saving 
homelees boys successfully without the auxiliary 
of compensated employment, because of tho 
donble benefit whioh follows the cultivation of 
self-reliance in the boy, and the return from the 
labor whieh will make that branch of the insti- 
tution self-sastaiming, if not a source of reve- 
nue. Such, theo, is the ** Newsboys’ Home ” of 
the future, if the peovle will do their share in 
providing the means, and give the moral support
